“ The supreme climax of the war | 
Is at hand. 

“With the fifth year of the war 
drawing to a close, we find. our- |} 
selves face to face with the general 
assault of Europe from ‘two or 
three sides. 

“The German people are. asking 
questions. They want to. know 
what did we set out to achieve by 
this war, and what can we hope to 
achieve now? Let us try to be 
sober about these things; let us! 
keep spleen out of it. 

‘Get this clear, first of all. From 
the outset we have waged this war 
as a defensive struggle. We had no 
conflicts either with England or 
America. We had no territorial 
claims on these countries. We were 
even ready to compose our ideo- 
logical differences with them. 

‘If, in the course of the struggle, 
we found ourselves compelled to 
launch offensives in all directions 
and occupy the whole European 
continent, our motives were still 
defensive. We went into Amster- 
dam and Antwerp, but we did not, 
and do not, want to stay there for 
good. We did not want to ‘stay 
ut’ in Cherbourg, nor. Paniss nor 

arseilles, nor Bordeaux, -- We only 
went into these places to liberate 


Although more spectacular ad-
